Mrs. H e n ry Lubker fell from a load 
of h a y a bout (> o’clock T ue sda y a f - 
te r n oon a t h er h ome one a n d a h a lf 
miles e a st of th e W e g a n d ch urc h in 
G r a s s y F ork tow nsh ip a n d was alm ost 
i n s t a n t ly killed. Sh e w a s about eigh ty 
y e a r s of age a n d w a s well known in 
tiiis c oun ty wh ere sh e h a d lived pr a c ­ 
tically h er entire life.

Th e accident oc c ur r e d j us t oppo­ 
site th e Lubker cem etery wh ile a n um ­ 
ber of veh icles were p a s s i n g , wh ich 
w e re re turn in g from th e funeral se r- 
ices of th e late J. H e n ry Steinkam p.
